MONSTER MAP. 



Senator Cannon or Utah has introduced 
a joint resolution in Congress, the effect 
of which, ir it is enacted into law, will 
be to give to the city ol Washington per- 
haps a more curious and gigantic attrac- 
tion ror tourists and curiosity-seekera 
than is possessed by any other city in tho 
world. 

Mr. Cannon proposes in short to have 
constructed a monster map or the United 
States, showing every physical feature of 
the country— every bill, mountain, valley 
and plain, every lake, river, duck pond 
and fishing pool; every hamlet, village, 
town and city, probabi, every railroad 
and canal. 

All of this is to be done in miniature of 
course, but on such a scale as will give a 
map. ir it may be so termed, no less than 
baB a mile in length and one-third of a 
mile in breadth. 

The cost of such a project may be left 
to the imagination. 

The map is to be constructed on such a 
scale that one foot of map surface will 
represent one square mile of actual area. 

This would give, as stated, a map ap- 
proximately half a mile in one dimension, 
by one third or a mile in the other, for. 
in rouud numbers, the United States ex- 
tends about 8,500 miles from East to 
West and about half that distance rrom 
North to South 

This would make a map 3 500 reet long 
by 1.750 wide

unclean ipuirtcrs or where cold night 
winds can blow upon them, or In a 
• lose, tbimp house; or by the attaeksof 
lie*, 01 an; one of a dozen clitTVrcnt 
Ullage. It is curalde if not of a very 
virulent nature. The best plan is to 
separate the tliseasul fowls from the 
others nl once und place them in a coop 

by themaclvea w here the remainder of 

the tlock cannot get at them. Feed in 
a small trough, giving wheat, cracked 
corn, table si rups chopped fine, to 
which charcoal broken to the size of 
wheat kernels has been added, u heup-

On the other 
hand the Imports of articles of food 
which paid a dnty in 18S5 were more 
than treble the amount on which a duty 
was collected in the last fiscal year of 
the McKinley Law. The articles under 
these classifications include breadstuff*, 
chemicals, cocoa, tea, coffee, sugar, rice, 
salt, provisions, fruits, spices, etc., and 
are thns all of them of a class which 
the masses must have. Yet the new law, 
which professed to be framed in the in- 
terest of the masses and to reduce the 
burdens of Tariff taxation, has cut down 
by nearly one-half the articles of this 
necessary class which can be imported 
free of duty, and trebled those which 
are compelled to pay duty.

320. while those of the McKinley Law 
amounted to fl73,O97,«70 in its first fis- 
cal year and *U«,373,453 in its second 
fiscal year.

Business Has Been Favored by 
Seasonable Weather. 

The Distribution of Products Has 
Made Very Fair Progress.

Nsw Yobk. April 25. — R. O. Dun A 
Co. says Saturday In their weekly r> 
view of trade: 

Failures for the week have boon 2: 
in the United States agnlust 88U lai 
year, and 44 in Canada against 87 lui 
year. 

Business has been favored by seasoi 
able weather and the distribution ol 
products has made fair progr* 
yet reducing retail or wholesale stocks 
far enough, however, to materially im< 
j prove the position of industries. Money 
markets have grown more favor- 
able, as well as the state of foreign 
commerce, and until an apparently 
groundless revival of discussion about 
the Venezuela difficulty, there was a 
brighter prospect of European invest' 
ments here. The belief that agitation 
for cheap money will be pernlaiwntly 
laid at rest this year is gaining 
ground, and in financial quart* 
causes more confidence for the futui 
Prices of commodities are on the whi 
lower than ever before, having de- 
clined about two per cent, since April 
1, and 17 per cent, since July, 1800, or 
October. 1802. The fall in manufac- 
tured products is a little less than it 
was April 1, but in farm products 
greater. 

Speculation is swayed by trifling in- 
fluences when markets are very nar- 
row. The recent advance checked buy- 
ing of wheat for export and Atlantic 
exports for the week were only 1.018.- 
384 bushels, flour Included, against 
1,768,873 last year; while western re- 
ceipts were 2,094.557 bushels, against 
1,875,408 last year. With generally 
fair prospects as to winter wheat the 
price dropped about two cents, nearly 
half the rise based on gloomy receipts 
early Saturday morning. Corn recei| 
continue heavy and the price is a sha 
lower.

MORE MURDERS 

Are Credited to James E. Allsop— Re Killed 
Two People at Taeosna, Wash. 

Bkatti.k, Wash., April 25.— James E. 
Allaop, arrested in this city April 10, 
for the murder in August, 1804, of Miss 
Lena Olson, and who committed suicide 
by hanging while in the city Jail, was 
not only a murderer, and possibly a 
multimurdorer, but he was a bigamist 
as well.

Mother way In which the earthly ex- 
perience of our Lord in set forth. His 
text was It Sam. xv., 17: "And the 
King wont forth and tarried in a place 
which was far off." 

Far up and far back in ths history of 
Heaven, there came a period when its 
most illustrious citizen was about to 
absent Himself. He was not going to 
•ail from beach to beach; we have often 
done that. He was not going to put 
out from one hemisphere to another 
hemisphere; many of us have dome 
that. Hut Ho was to sail from world 
to world, the space unexplored and the 
Immensities untravelcd. No world 
has ever hailed Heavcp, and 
Heaven has never hailed any 
other world. I think that the windows 
and the balconies were thronged 
and that tho pearly beach was crowded 
Kith those who had come to see Him 
■all out of the harbor of light into the 
ocean beyond. Out and out and out, 
and on and on and on, nnd down and 
down and down He sped, until one 
night, with only one to greet Him, 
when He arrived. His disembarkation 
so unpretending, so quiet, that It was 
not known on earth until the excite- 
ment in the cloud gave intimation 
the Hethlehem rustics that something 
grond and glorious had happened. Who 
comes there? From what port did Ho 
aail? Why was this the place of His 
destination? I question the shepherds. 
I question the camel drivers. I ques- 
tion the angels. I have found out 

He was an exile. But the world had 
plenty of exiles. Abraham was an ex- 
ile from Haran; John, an exilo from 
Poland; Mazzini, an exile from Rome; 
Emmet, an exile from Ireland; Victor 
Hugo, an exile from France; Kossuth, 
an exile from Hungary. Hut this One 
of whom I speak to-day had such re- 
sounding farewell and came into such 
chilling reception— for not even a host- 
ler went out with his lantern to light 
Him in— that He is more to bo cele- 
brated than any other expatriated ex- 
ile of earth or Heaven. 

First, I remark that Christ was an 
imperial <sxilo. He got down off a 
throne. He took off a tiara. He clos- 
ed a palace gate behind Him. His 
family were princes and princeses. 
Vaahti was turned out of the throne- 
room by Ahasuerus. David was de- 
throned by Absalom's infamy. Tho 
Ave .kings were hurled into a cavern 
by Joshua's courage. Some of the 
Henrys of England and some of tho 
Louises of Franco tvere jostled on their 
thrones by discontented subjects. Hut 

more popular, or mora loved than the 
day He left Heaven. Exiles havo 
suffered severely, but Christ turned 
Himself out from the throne-room into 
•heep pen, and down from the top to 
the bottom. He was not pushed off. 
-He was not manacled for foreign trans- 
portation. He was not put out because 
they no more wanted Him in celestial 
, but by choice departing and 
ng into an exile fivo times as 
long as that of Napoleon at St. Helena, 
and a thousand times worse; the one 
exile suffering for that ho had de- 
atroyed nations, the other exile suffer- 
ing because He came to save tho world. 
An Imperial exilo. King eternal. 
'Blessing and honor and glory and 
power bo unto Him that sitteth upon 
the throne." 

But I go further and tell you He was 
an exile on a barren island. This world 
Is one of the smallest islands of light in 
the ocean of immensity. Other stellar 
kingdoms are many thousand times 
larger than this. Christ came to t! 
■mall Patmos of a world. When cxi 
are sent out they are generally sent 
regions that aro sandy or cold, or hot— 
some Dry Tortugas of disagreeable- 
ness. Christ came as an exile to a world 
aoorched with heat and bitten with cold, 
to deserts simoon-swept, to a howling 
wilderness. It was the back-door yard, 
aeemingly, of the universe. Yea, Christ 
came to the poorest part of this barren 
laland of a world— Asia Minor, with its 
intense summers, unfit for the resi- 
dence of a foreigner, and in the rainy 
sosion unfit for the residence of a na- 
tive. Christ eame not to such a land 
aa America, or England, or France, or 
Germany, but to a land one- third of tho 
year drowned, another third of 
year burned up, and only one-third of 
the year just tolerable. Oh! it was a 
barren island of a world. Darren 
enough for Christ, for it gave such 
small worship and such inadequate af- 
fection, and such little gratitude. Im- 
perial exile on the barren island of a 
world. 

I go further and tell you that He was 
an exile in a hostile country. Turkey 
was never so much against Russia, 
France was never so much against Ger- 
many, as this earth was against Christ.

Ha 
spent his wealth on himself. He made 
a god of his ri. lies. That Lazarus waa 
a godly man, suffering in faith and 
patience, la necessarily implied in the 
fact, that he went to Heaven, where only 
godly persona can go. His mere pov- 
erty could not take him to Heaven, nny 
n mere riches condemned the 
rich man to hell. 

There ore some pictures (several in

and for that they receive "evil things," 
but '.he evil is only temporary, not with 
the. whole heart; and so are Uieir evil 
things. 

Tho reason drawn from the fitness 
of things is follow ed by a reason drawn 
from tho necessity of the case. There 
Is little use in imagining what God 
would do if one in torment should ro- 
pe, it. He would forgive him. of course. 
Tnt they will not repent. They are 
confirmed in evil. They w ish to escape, 
from torment, so far as we know, not 
from sin. This is the "great gulf fixed." 

Another scene we have, the glance 
back to earth. This brought the re- 
quest that Lazarus be Bent to testify 
to Dives' father's house. Natural aenti- 
ments had not died out of him. But, 
more than thLs, he may have dreaded 
to have those with him whom be may 
have misled, whose pre* nee would 
make his condemnation greater.
